MOSCOW STREETCAR ARD TROELEY BUS SYSTEM
REFLRCTS PROGHESS IN TECHNOLOGY

- In 1938 the mchf.ne—hu:nldibg industry began tc imrn out four-axls,
311-metal cers with compound motore and avparatus vermitting thy reouperatior
i eieetric current. .

. The kigk tempo of developmewnt in the profuction of siiceotcara, as well
us auxlliary ipstalletions, and the ei’sndent increase ¢f technolcgicel
problems required the training of profesgional and srllled personnel, Thin
resulted in the establishment of the Moscow Streetcar Training and Production
Combine in 1934, Betwesn tlat year and ivk0, the comblne trained 4,500 drivers,
8,400 conductora. and 3,000 workera in varicus specleltles.

By the end of tne war, all of Moscow's rolling stock haed been restored
to normal operating condition, and 12U kilometers of streetcur linec had been
repaired.,

The State plan for 1948 bas beon overfulfilled in every regpect: passenger
transport wes 19 million pereons above plan; freight transport 125 percent above
plan; capital accumlation, 136 percent; and reduction in the coet of passenger
transport, 13 percent. Thus, the streetcar system has bocome o Ty it-produc-
ing enterprise.

Between 1946 end 1948, the Moscow streetcar vark ecquired 228 of the neweat-
type cars, vhich are cnrfortable, contain L2 seats, can accommodate 120 persons,
ave olectricslly heated, and h‘g.‘e pheumstically operating auocra.

By this time, operations cormected with the laying of rails, such as
digging, ballasting, bolting, and the flattening of the crushod eione, have
been considerably mechanized.

Repair bases ere growing and mechanized snow-clearing is developing. In
the winter, 20 smow-clearing cars and 2L antomotive snow sweepsrs circulate on
the routes.
